City Council Rejects 
114 Hill Apartments 


Buzzing, boiling and boisterous 
would best describe certain por- 
tions of the City Council meeting 
August 14, while other portions 
coasted by with little discussion. 

In the most important action 
of the evening, the Smith and 
Haley 114-unit apartment house 
complex, proposed for the east 
side of Albany Hill on Taft Street, 
was denied by a 4-1 vote (Coun- 
cilman George Hein in favor). 
The action was taken during a 
Public Hearing held over from 
June 19 on an appeal by Polly 
Gleason. No public discussion 
was allowed as it was so stipu- 
lated by the Council on June 19 
that. only Council deliberation 
would take place, 


The building would tiave been 
approached from a cul-de-sac on 
.ift Street, which was ruled a 
tire hazard by the Chief of the 
wire Department. The Council 
also felt that the structure would 
cause traffic congestion, and 
Councilman Richard Clark stated 
that the City should move to pre- 
serve the area as open space and 
try to purchase or lease the prop- 
erty. 

Councilman Hein had earlier 
made a motion that died for lack 
of a second, to allow construc- 
tion. Said the Councilman, “I 
can't understand why we're stall- 
ing this thing. I'd like to se 
some action tonight.’ Council- 
man Lewis Howell made the ac- 
cepted motion, saying ‘“The ap- 
plication is in conflict with the 
safety and welfare of the citi- 
zens.”

brought up the questions circu- 
ating in the City, and the Mayor 
called Mrs. Catherine Webb out 
vol the audience to answer the 
Councilman’s question, Mrs. 
Webb said that “It seems to me 
that things are being hushed up. 
. . » Why don’t we have full and 
complete open discussion?’’ 

Councilman Hubert Call then 
said that Mrs. Webb was ‘‘sug- 
gesting a vigilante type thing. 
We can’t drag people down here.” 
To which Mrs. Webb left the floor 
muttering, ‘‘Now they're getting 
too silly.” 

In more regular business the 
Council passed a resolution con-

As most residents of Albany 
already know, a large, high den- 
sity, high-rise residential develop- 
ment has been proposed by Inter- 
state General Corporation for the 
base of Albany Hill, 

The development of 2500 hhous- 
ing units at the site will take 
place mainly at the environment- 
ally impoverished westerly 12 
acres (fronting on Pierce Street), 
long an “eyesore” to those travel- 
ing on Pierce Street and/or the 
Freeway. The development’s 
greatest impact will be aesthetic, 
and although the visual character 
of the Hill will be significantly 
altered, the architects have been 
quite successful in visually inte- 
grating the structures into the 
Hill. 

In the plans for the relatively 
few high-rise structures, the Hill 
will be spared wall-to-wall sprawl, 
and it will also be possible to re- 
tain two-thirds of the site for 
permanent open space. This 
twenty-five acres of open space 
will be provided by the develop- 
ers without public funds, and im- 
provements to the Hill’s water 
pollution, sedimentation and flood 
control situations will also be 
possible. 

This development also repre- 
sents, to the City of Albany, a 
hope to improve the city’s poor 
tax base, as well as an opportun- 
ity to attract residents in higher 
income brackets, who will require 
relatively few public services, be- 
cause the development will be
